Niagara Falls, N. Y.,. October 24.—Mrs. 
Annie Edson Taylor, 50 years old. went 
Over Niagara Falls on the Canadian 
side this afternoon and survived, a feat 
never before accomplished and never at- 
tempted except in the deliberate com- 
mission of suicide. She the trip 
in a barrel. 
escaped without a broken bone, her only 
apparent injury being a scalp wound 1, 
Inches long, a slight concussion of the 
brain, some shock to her nervous sys. 
tem and bruises about the body. She 
was conscious when taken out of the bar- 
rel. The doctors in attendance upon her 
tonight said that though she was some- 
what hysterical, her condition is not at 
all serious and that she probably will be 
out of bed in a few days. 

Mile Ride Through Rapids. 

Mrs. Taylor's trip covered a mile ride 
through the Canadian rapids before she 
reached the brink of the precipice. Her 
barrel, staunch as a barrel could be made, 
was whirled and buffeted through those 
delirious waters, but escaped serious con- 
tact with rocks. As it passed through the 
smoother, swifter waters that rushed over 
into the abyss, it rode in an almost per- 
pendicular position with its upper half 
out of the water. 

As it passed over the brink it rode at 
gngie-of about 4 degrees on the outer sur- 
face of the deluge and descended grace- 
fully to the white, foaming water 158 
feet below. 

True to her calculation, the anvil fas- 
tened to the bottom of the barrel kept 
it foot downward ard so it landed. Had 
it turned over and landed on its head, 
Mrs. Taylor’s head must have been crush- 
ed in and her neck broken. 

The ride through the rapids occupied 
eighteen minutes. It was 4:23 o'clock 
when the barrel tock its leap. It could 
not be seen as it struck the water be- 
low, because of the spray, but in less than 
nalf a minute after it passed over the 
brink it was seen on the surface of the 
scum-covered water below the falls. ‘ 

Prayed During Trip. 

_ It was carried swiftly down to the 
green water bey§¥nd the scum; then half 
way to the Maid of the Mist eddy and 
held there until floated so close to the 
ghore that it was reached by means of a 
pole and hook and drawn in upon the 
rocks at 4:40 o'’cloc, seventeen minutes 
after it shot the cataract. 

The woman was lifted from the barre] 
and half an hour later she lay on a 
cot at her boarding place, in Niagara 
Falls, on the American side. She said she 
would never do it again, but that she was 
not sorry she did it, “if it would help her 
financially.”” She said she had prayed 
all during the trip, except during ‘‘a few 
moments’ of unconsciousness just after 
rer descent. 

The barrel in which Mrs. Taylor made 
the journey is 4% feet high and about 3 
feet in diameter. A leather harness and 
cushions inside protected her body. Air 
was secured through a rubber tub con- 
nected with a small opening near the 
top of the barrel. 

Mrs. Taylor is a school teacher and re- 
cently came here from Bay City, Mich. 

Did the Deed To Get Home. 

Bay City, Mich., October 24.—Mrs. Anna 
EB. Taylor, of this city, who went over 
Niagara falls on a barrel tod xy, before 
leaving here said she desired attract 
the attention of museum and tieatrical 
managers in order to secure money to 
provide a home for herself. She said 
she was the owner of a ranch in Texas, 
left her by a relative, which was heavily 
mortgaged. She claimed she could not 
receive advances of salary sufficient to 
meet the obligations.

Moore, of Marion, Ala. When he arrived 
at home Mr. King complained of not 
feeling well, and excused himself from 
dinner. 

He went immediately to his room, dis- 
robed and went to bed. He seemed in 
excellent spirits, and talked and laughed 
with Dr. Brown for quite a while. Mr. 
King said several times that he knew he 
would be fully recovered in the morning. 

Mr. King had not been in good health 
for more than two weeks, but the serk 
ousness of his condition was never even 
suspected by his family nor himself. His 
passing away was as sudden as it was 
unexpected. 

The announcement of his death will be 
made in the legislature this morning by 
Representative Slaton, of Fulton, who 
was one of Mr. King’s warm personal 
friends. Appropriate arrangements for 
the funeral will be made by both the 
house and the senate today.

After Assaulting Mrs, John Ball, the 
Negro Crushed Her; Head with 
a Pine Knot and Left 
Her for Ded. 
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Columbia, Miss., Octo 24.—The negro 
Bill Morris, who commited the outrage 
on Mrs. John Ball at Balltown,; La., was 
burned at the stake todmy. After being 
captured he made an effort. to implicate 
others, but they soon pfoved their inno- 
cence. 

He was today carried to the scene of 
his crime and there tied to a pine sap- 
ling with chains and hist hands and feet 
chained to his body. Pine’ knots and 
pine straw were piled “about the body 
and saturated with coal oil and the 
whole set on fire. The negro made no 
outcry when the flames first reached him 
and only when he was partly consumed 
did the spectators notice any move- 
ment on the part of the wretch, who 
yhad committed the foul deed. He made 
no resistance when being bound to the 
stake and said that he deserved his 
fate. 

Mrs. Ball, who conducts a store, was 
waiting on the negro when he clutched 
her by the throat, dragged her off down 
hill and accomplished his purpose. , After 
that he beat her in the head with a pine 
knot and thought he had-killed her. 

Gotng back to the store, 
all the change that was in the. cash 
drawer and had presence of mind enough 
to put coal ofl on his feet when leaving 
the .store. “ 

Mrs. Ball, however, recovered conscious- 
ness and crawled to her father in law’s. 
He at once gave the alarm and 
neighborhood gathered and commenced 
a search for the negro.

scene of the tragedy and at once ran off, 
when he was shot at by one of the posse 
and wounded in the hip.

He was well 
known and popular with a large numbea 
of people, not only in this, but in other 
states. No man stood higher in the 
esteem of his fellow citizens than he. He 
was popular with all classes, and his 
prospects for the future were most bril- 
liant. 

The funeral will take place tomorrow 
afternoon at 2:30 o’clock from the Second 
Baptist church, and the interment will 
be at Westview. The other arrangements 
will be announced today.

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CADETS ARE BEHAVING WELL. 


Hazing No Longer in the West Point 
Curriculum. 

Washington; October 24.—The most im- 
portant feature of the annual report of 
Colonel A. L. Mills, superintendent of the 
military academy, relates to the measures 
taken for the suppression of hazing. 
Treating of discipline he says: 

“The discipline of the corps of cadets 
has greatly improved during: the year 
and is now in an excellent state. It is 
believed no military body of its size ex- 
ists which excels it in soldierly appear- 
ance and in perfection of drill and mill- 
tary exercises. 

“Throughout the past summer's en- 
campment, which ts the time when new 
cadets are being initiated into their hew 
life and when hazing is ordinarily prac- 
ticed, it is a fact that the great ma- 
jority of cadets have obeyed the new 
order of affairs and the regulations loy- 
ally and willingly. Not one case of mal- 
treatment of a new cadet is believed to 
bave occurred; none have been required 
to perform services of a menial nature 
for old cadets; there has been no pre- 
arranged fighting, and new cadet train- 
ing has made exceptional progress. One 
cadet was severely punished for giving 
an authorized and abusrd order to a new 
cadet and another for exceeding his au- 
thority as a drill master over them. The 
action of the latter arose, I beligve, 
through excessive zeal rather than a haz- 
ing spirit. Another reform has also been 
accomplished, the abolition of what is 
known as official hazing or the harsh ang 
nagging tones of the cadet instructor 
over new cadets and cadet officers exer- 
cising authority. 

“The custom among cadets of settling 
diSputes or difficulties among themselves 
by prearranged and often brutal fist

Warden Mead has selected Tuesday so 
that final arrangements may be made 
Monday. In doing this he is following the 


tive to electrocutions. It does away with 
the necessity of making final arrange- 
ments on Sunday. The sentence of the 
court was that the execution of Czolgosz 
should take place during the week com-

The admiral then read the order under 
which he had sailed from Key West. In 
this order Admiral Sampson had told 
Gommodore Schley that he should estab- 
lish a blockade at Cienfuegos with the 
least possible delay and had said that 
after he had the situation more in hand 
he would write the commodore. That 
same night he had fallen in with Mc- 
Calla and his sub-squadron. McCalla had 
sent the Eagle to intercept him and had 
himself asked permission to pass on. He 
had sent the Scorpion to meet the Eagle 
and the former vessel had reported as 
was recorded in its log.

-within hail, telling us that 
no news, and the thing seems burnt into:

Relating the particulars of his meeting 
with Captain Chester, of the Cincinnati, 
he said that the captain was anxious to 
join the flying squadron. The. admiral 
said that was not feasible. When ques- 
tioned as to coaling places the captain had 
suggested one or two banks on the Cu- 


“ban coast at which he thought coaling | 


was possible. Still it was problematic, as 
it -would depend upon the weather and 
the sea. 

After Chester left the admiral said the 
squadron had continued its voyage to- 
ward Cienfuegos, where it arrived on the 
night of May 21. 

“Toward sundown that evening I 
was standing on the bridge when we were 
30 or 40 miles out. I heard six or seven 
guns fired with the cadence of a salute. 
The report was so distinct that the offi- 
cer on deck spoke of it.” 

The next day, in the early morning, the 
fleet had steamed in and looked into the 
harbor, but it had been impossible to see 
in. 

“T never saw any smokestacks there,”’ 
he said, “and I was a very close watcher 
from 7 or 8 o’clock in the morning until 
12 or 1 o’clock at night. Very few circum- 

DID NOT SPEAK 
UNKINDLY OF SAMPSON 

Toward 9 o'clock of the 22, he said, the 
Dupont brought to him the now cele- 
brated “Dear Schley’’ letter. In obedfi- 
ence to this dispatch he had sent the 
Scorpion east to communicate with the 
scout boats. ‘“‘as I was very doubtful of 
their being off Santiago, as I think the 
admiral was.’”” He recalled the arrival 
of the Towa. but he did not recollect 
that it brought anything to him in the 
way of dispatches. Speaking of the 
blockade at Cienfuegos, he said the line 
was 3 or 4 miles out. “It was closer at 
night than in the daytime,” he said, ‘‘and 
that was the rule always, both at Cien- 
fuegos and Santiago. 

“T believed at that time,’ he said, “from 
the sound of the firing and the conversa- 
tion Thad had with Admiral Sampson 
that that.squadron was in Cienfuegos. 
The line of formation was kept ready 
for any emergency and was never aban- 
doned. During the day we feigned a 
little disorder in hopes that we might 
Invite those people out. We knew there 
would be difficulty in getting in, as the 
flagship was of great draught, as was 
most of the other ships. The channel 
was very crooked and our only wish was 
that they might come out. The move- 
ments of the squadron were rather an 
invitation for them to do so. That was 
what I felt during all the period of the 
blockade. 

“TAeutenant Wood has testified to a 
conversation which he said he had with 
me in relation to the delivery of dis- 
patches which, for the life of me, I can- 
not recall, and I have a good deal of 
recollection. Lieutenant Wood, when he 
came on board was almost prostrated. 
His condition to me was pitiable. Not 
from fear. but‘from the exhaustion of 
torpedo boat service, and I told him 
when he came over the side that if I were

Captain McCalla and the failure of 
Lieutenant Southerland to give me that 
information, was directly responsible for 
the delay in communicating. 


THERE WAS MUCH TROUBLE 
IN COALING THE VESSELS 


‘‘Tos risk a boat through surf on a coast 
believed to be occupied by the enemy 
might have repeated Captain McCalla’s 
experiment. He found the coast was pret- 
ty well occupied. I saw cavalry on the 
coast once or twice. They appeared for 
a moment and then got out of sight. I 
thought to waste ammunition on a soli- 
tary cavalryman was like wasting big 
guns on sparrows. I wanted to save all 
the ammunition we had for use against 
the enemy’s squadron, which I knew to be 
somewhere in the vicinity. 

“I did everything that was possible 
during the time that we were there to 
maintain a blockade as was contemplated. 
I did all the coaling that was practicable 
or possible. With the later experiences 
of the war, after we got hold of colliers 
that were very much better fitted to 
resist shock. as well as to deliver this 
coal rapidly—with that experience. I 
might have coaled on days of worse 
weather. We had a great _many accli- 
dents. One of the colliers had to go to 
New York absolutely smashed in. 

“The Merrimac had_ several holes 
punched through her, and my impression 
now is a portion of the upper works 
of the Sterling were injured in some 
way, but we managed, with more experi- 
ence, to do ‘a little better than. we did 
at first. There was always at Cien- 
fuegos a rolling swell and vessels with 
projecting sponsons or projecting guns 
were always in danger. I recoHect in 
one case later one of the 6-pounder guns 
on the Brooklyn was bent at an angle 
of 30 per cent by coming in collision with 
one of these colliers. In other words, 
the problem presented at Cienfuegos was 
one that had disturbed the navies of the 
world. for fifty, years.”” _. Eg 
SIGNALS NOT UNDERSTOOD 

UNTIL McCALLA ARRIVED 


He then spoke of the arrival of Cap- 
tain McCalla on May 24, bringing infor- 
mation concerning the shore signals from 
the Cuban insurgents. He said that when 
the captain came aboard he asked, “‘Have 
you seen any signalis?’’ 

“Tt said. ‘What do you mean?’ He 
then asked if I had seen three lights at 
night and three horses in the daytome. 

‘“T had seen the lights, he said, and 
he said they are trying to communicate 
with you. I expressed surprise, and asked 
who had made the arrangements. Mc- 
Calla replied that he had done so. I 
asked why they had not been com- 
municated to me, but that he did not 
know. I then told him to make a search 
of the shore, which he did, reporting that 
the Spanish fleet was not there.”’ 

This information, the witness said, had 
beep received about 4 p. m. May 24, and 
toward 6 o’clock the squadron formed 
column, and steamed toward Santiago. 
He said that the signals. made by the 
fleet were not made until the fleet was 14 
miles from Cienfuegos and could not have 
been seen. 

He then retold the details of the 
voyage. “It was a dirty night,” he said, 
“with a-lowering sky. I remember that 
when I looked out at the port hole 2 
feet above, the spray came in freely. Of 
course this was not Scape At hig ves- 
sels, but it was for the smaller ones."

ADMIRAL SCHLEY FORCED 
TO DO A LOT OF GUESSING 

He said that Southerland had neither 
protested against’ leaving nor insisted 
that he could coal. ‘‘He regretted the 
imprac- 
ticable for him to coal. He might have 
taken on a little coal in boats, but he 
weer have used it as fast as he took 

on,”’ 

Referring to his course in leaving Cien- 
fuegos; he said it was laid so as to give 
him the widest horizon. 

“My course projected,” he said, “would 
have carried me to China if there had 
been no islands in the way.” He spoke 
of the necessity of acting upon his own 
responsibility, of having to act without 
having any private information from 
Havana. ‘‘Therefore,’”” he said, “I had 
to do a good deal from guesswork. Some- 
times I was right and sometimes wrong.” 

Admiral Schley then told of meeting 
the dispatch boats St. Paul, Minneapolis 
and Yale. He said at that time there 
was a heavy sea on. He remembered 
Captain Cook saying to him on the pas- 
Sage over that he had never seen more 
motion on the Brooklyn and that some 
of the youngsters were seasick. 

“Captain Sigsbee came on board,” con- 
tinued the witness, “and I think my 
recollection is almost vivid enough to 
describe his dress. I recollect distinctly 
that he had on rubber boots, an old 
blockading cap, which we all more or 
less wore, and a heavy blouse suit. I 
met him at the gangway. I was very 
Slad to see him, as he was, of course, to 
see me. The first thing I asked Sigsbee 
when he came over the side, and I 
want to say before I make this state- 
ment that I do not believe that Captain 
Sigsbee would misstate anything for his 
commission. I do not believe that he is 
capable of stating what is not true. I 
think, in this instance, his recollection 
is at fault and not his veracity. I said 
to him, ‘Captain, have you got the Dons 
there?’ He said, ‘No. They are not in 
here. I have been in very close.’ He 
said, ‘They are not here; they are only 
reported here.’ I said to him, ‘Have any 
of the othér vessels seen them, the Yale 
or the Minneapolis?’ He said, ‘No, they 
have not; they have assured me so,’ and 
upon that’ was the assurance to which 
I referred when I spoke of the assur- 
ance of such..men as Wise, Jewell and 
Sigsbee. ‘ 

PILOT NUNEZ ASSERTED 


CERVERA WAS NOT THERE 


“Now, I do not believe’ that any of 


} these men would misstate the fact. They 


did not’ communicate verbally with me, 
but I assumed from the- conversation 
with Captain Sigsbee that he was bear- 
ing to me the assurance of all of them. 
At the same time Nunez was aboard, 
and he and I had a conversation in Span- 
ish. Among other things I said: ‘Nunez, 
what do you think of the report that 
these people are not here?” ‘Well,’ he 
said, ‘I do not believe they are here at 
all, because the channel way is very 
narrow, and the buoys have also all been 
removed. We have to make the turns 
very quickly and the channel is very 
crooked. If they had a tug or a most 
favorable day, perfectly smooth weath- 
er, I do not say that they might not 
get in; but I do not believe they are now 
there.” He said he had been piloting 
sixteen or eighteen years. We subse- 
quently found he was a very expert pilot 
and rendered us valuable service.’’ 

Referring in a general way to Captain 
Sigsbee’s visit, Admiral Schley said: 

“My habit of life, not only in principal 
command of a squadron, but also in com- 
mand of a ship, was to assume the re- 
epcensibility and ,to venture the censure 
of any movement that might justify 
that, but that I was never willing, un- 
der any circumstances, to be a partici- 
pant in glories I would not divide. That 
was the general principle upon which I 
acted in this matter. I did not call any 
council of war. The information which 
these people gave me led me to infer 
that the telegraphic information was a 
ruse precisely similar to that which was 
telegraphed from Cadiz that the squad- 
ron had returned from the Cape Verde 
islands. That would have been my policy 
if I had been in control, and if any of us 
at any time made any mistakes dur- 
ing the campaign of Santiago or else- 
where it was in supppsing that the Span- 
iards would ever do right at the right 
time. I determined, that being the case, 
a move eastward would be unwise in that 
I knew Admiral Sampson would have 
moved to the eastward of Havana. It 
wculd not have been wise for me to have 
uncovered Santiago. As those in the in- 
terior had an absolute control of the en- 
tire lines, our movements every minute 
of the day were known in Havana, and 
I have often been surprised that Cervera 
did not leave Santiago when I left Cien- 
fuegos. I found out afterwards why he 
did not do it—simply because he could 
not—and therefore we did not suffer any.” 
RETROGRADE MOVEMENT IS 

EXPLAINED BY SCHLEY 

Relating the particulars of the break- 
ing down of the collier Merrimac on the 
evehing of the 26th, Admiral Schley said 
that his first determination had been to 
have her towed back to Key West by the 
Yale, as he did not consider it desirable 
to have an unmanageable collier with 
him in case the enemy should be encoun- 
tered. “It then occurred to me,” he said, 
‘that if we did send her to Key West 
with the Yale and she was overtaken 
we probably would be out a collier, and 
the Spanish force, if they were outside, 
would be in so much coal.” 

In this connection Admiral Schley ex- 
plained his retrograde movement, s0- 
called, to the westward, saying that he 
had made careful inquiry as to the coal 
supply of the various ships and had turn- 
ed over in his mind the question of their 
endurance in battle. “I was,’’ he said, 
‘thinking that a squadron in its coaling 
endurance, or at least In its speeding en- 
durance,. was equal only to its weakest 
member,. and that determined the wést- 
ward movement. 

“Now the telegram Iyent to the honor- 
able secretary of the navy did not refer 
only to the battle ships, as interpreted, 
but it referred to the entire fleet. We 
had at that time ten ships in the squad- 
ron, seven of which were short of coal. 
These were the auxiliaries and the Tex- 
as. The auxiliaries and the Marblehead 
and the Vixen, I think, were moderately 
well filled. The amount of coal which I 
transmitted should, I think, have called 
the attention to the fact. We could not

Washington, October 24.—General ‘5am- 
‘ue] Pearson, who is, an adjutant on the 
_staff of General Botha, one of the Boer 
leaders, arrived in Washington today and 


‘lus W. Van Hought, the Boer represen- 
tative in Washington. During 4 visit. to 
Europe before coming here, General Pear- 
son had interviews with Dr. Leyds, the 
Transvaal agent in that country,» and 
with other leading men from the South 
African republics. He says the Boers 
will not give up to the British, but will 
fight to the end. General Peargon hopes 


'to enlist the..eympathies of the people 


of this country in behalf of the Boer 
men, women and children, who are now 
kept by the British in reconcentrado 
camps. 

There is, he says, no reason for lo- 
cating them in these camps, when there 
are ample accommodations in the coun- 


_try for them. There are now 109,000 per- 


sons so situated and during the month of 
September the mortality among them 4ap- 
proximated 2,400 in all. He says the sol- 
diers are willing to submit to the hard- 
ships of the campaign, and to the rules 
of war, but helpless men, women and 
children in the camps, he says, should be 
accorded humane treatment. 

As the American consul at Pretoria 
watched after the interests of the Brit- 
ish prisoners, he says it would be proper 
and just for the Bpers to have the repre- 
sentative of some friendly government 
look after the interest of the reconcen- 
trados. During his stay in Washington 
the general will seek an interview with 
President Roosevelt to acquaint him with 
the situation existing in South Africa. 

He also will make a further effort to 
prevent the shipment of mules from this 
country to South Africa and to have the 
matter carried to the United States su- 
preme court. 

General Pearson says that President 
Kruger may visit the United States at 
some time in the future, but nothing defi- 
nite on this matter has been determin- 
ed upon. 

Mr. Van Hooght said tonight that the 
Boers are not seeking intervention by 
the United States government at the pres- 
ent time, 

British Recover Guns. 

London, October 24.—Reporting to the 
war office, Lord Kitchener wires as fol- 
lows: 

“Colonel Campbell’s column, operating 
near Slangaples, has recovered two guns 
which the Boerg:captured at Scheepers 
Nek.”’ 
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vessel, had brotight aboard the Brooklyn.

NO DISPATCH DELIVERED 

TO SCHLEY BY COTTON 

Continuing, he said: 

“Captain Cotton said he delivered a 
dispatch to me from Admiral Sampson 
stating that they were there. That dis- 
patch never reached me. I never saw it. 
I never heard of it until the other day. 
If it ever was delivered it should have 
been found among my papers, but it 
could not have been delivered to me for 
the reason that a dispatch of that char- 
acter would have burned itself so indeli- 
bly in my mind that I never coould have 
forgotten it, never. Captain Cotton did 
not communicate it to me and therefore 
I think his recollection is at fault and 
not his veracity. Neither my first lieu- 
tenant, neither my flag lieutenant nor my 
secretary ever saw it or can remember 
it, and it is a little strange that three 
» persons who had access to my papers 
at all times should have failed to re- 
meber a dispatch of that importance. So 
it is a mistake. I never saw it. I do 
not remember it. I have no recollection 
of it nor of a good many things which 
I have heard duriing this investigation.’ 

Admiral Schley said Captain McCalla 
bad failed to give all of the conversation 
at Cienfuegos. ‘‘He did not, for example,’ 
said the admiral, ‘‘tell you that his ad- 
vices were that the only point on that 
coast where he could coal was the coas, 
of Haiti.”’ 

Discussing again his dispatch to the 
department concerning the department's 
orders, the admiral said: 

“If my reply to the telegram of the 
gecretary of the navy is not on record, I 
would like to put it there in the terms 
I sent it, because I wrote it in English, 
gave it to Captain Cotton, asked him tw 
turn it into cipher and confirmed it af- 
terwards in a letter to the department, 
which was received. The dispatch is here 
and has been in the department for nearly 
three years. Lk do not believe that in the 
translation there was any intention to 
mutilate it, but I think the dispatch did 
mot get to the department entirely as I 
intended it should.

Suny there was no disobedience of that or- 
der, and there is no urder to go back. it 
was simply that the department looked 
to me to establish a fact of which i€ 
was not certain.’ 

In response to a request from Mr. Ray- 
nor for the exact wording of the sentence 
in the dispatch in dispute, Admiral 
Schley gave it as follows: 

“It is to be regretted that the depart- 
ment’s orders cannot«be obeyed, earnest- 
ly as we have all striven to that end.”’ 
NEW WITNESSES HEARD 

BEFORE SCHLEY TESTIFIED 

The admiral was in the midst of his 
discussion of the ‘‘disobedience of orders” 
dispatch when the old clock in the court 
room struck four, and Admiral Dewey 
announced an adjournment for the day, 
notwithstanding that Admiral Schley 
told him that he would like to conclude 
his testimony at this. sitting. The ad- 
miral was calm and collected throughout 
the two hours that he sat in the witness 
chair, and he spoke in tones which, while 
not loud, were so distinct that his words 
were easily heard. 

Before Admiral Schley went on the 
stand two new witnesses had been heard. 
The first of these was Lieutenant Com- 
mander Harlow, and the second Captain 
Clark, formerly of the Oregon. 

At the morning session Lieutenant B. 
W. Wells was recalled, and Captain 
Lemly attempted to put in evidence a 
dispatch prepared by Commodore Schley 
on May 24, which was not sent. Mr. 
Hanna contended for its admission on 
the gro&nd that it indicated hesitation 
at-a critical moment, but the court ruled 
it out. 

Major Murphy detailed an incident tin 
which Commodore Schley figured at the 
close of the battle of July 3. Major Mur- 
phy said: 

‘“‘When they were preparing a cutter to 
take Captain Cook to the Colon to re- 
ceive the sugrender of that ship, the 
officers and many of the men were gath- 
ered forward in the neighborhood of the 
forecastle§ and Commodore Schley ad- 
dressed the men, cautioning them not to 
cheer when the Spanish captain came on 
board. He spoke of their gallantry, that 
they had made a good fight, and that 
they should not be humiliated; that we 
should treat them chivalrously and not 
humiliate them by cheers.’’ 

Commander Harlow told of the recon- 
noissance of May 31. He was asked: 

“What was the manner and bearing of 
Commodore Schley upon this occasion?’ 

“Commodore Schley looked badly, and 
as 1 would have expected of a man who 
probably had been up a great deal at 
night and laboring under a great deal of 
feeling of responsibility. From the im- 
pression at the time, he seemed to be 
seriously affected by the situation as a 
result of his watching and feeling of re- 
sponsibility.’’ 


CAPTAIN CLARK TELLS 


OF OREGON AND BROOKLYN 
Captain C E. Clark, of the Oregon, was 
then called. The large audience mani- 
fested signs of interest as the captain of 
the Oregon approached the witness stand. 
He proved to be a man of goodly pro- 
portions, with a brown moustache and 
dark complexion. Admiral Dewey smiled 
as he walked around to the end of the 
table to administer the oath. Captain 
Clark at first spoke in an undertone, and 
was two or three times requested to raise 
his voice. This he did as he progressed, 
and was soon distinctly heard in the 
vicinity of the court. 

Captain Clark described the chase after 
the Spanish ships on July 3, and said he 
was afraid at one time the Oregon would 
have to sustain the concentrated fire of 
several of the Spanish ships. Just then 
ee smoke lifted, and he saw the Bruoka 
yn, 

“She was well forward of our port 
beam,’ he said, “and broadside to the 
enemy's fleet. The two vessels retained 
their relative positions approximately to 
the end of the battle, 
steaming near straight ahead, I should 
judge, and engaging any and all of the 
Spanish ships, the Oregon endeavoring td 
come to close action with the sternmost 
one, and when she was driven out of ac- 
tion we kept on after the next one.” 

Mr. Raynor: “Did you get any signals 
from the Brooklyn on the day of battle?’’ 

“Yes, sir.’’ 

Can you recall what they were”’ 

‘On my own Knowledge and remem- 
brance the signals that impressed them- 
selves upon me at the time were, ‘Follow 
the flag.’ I had repeated this to the ves- 
sels following, thinking that they might 
not see the Brooklyn and might see us. 
I remember another signal, ‘One of my 
compartments filled with water.’ I recol- 
lect it because it perplexed me a little. 
I was fearful that the Brooklyn might 
have to haul out of action and run in 
shore, and I concluded that it was given 
to me as a warning in case she did haul 
out that I would be prepared to look 
Out for the chase alone and not to pay 
any attention to her, and that she would 
look out for herself. 


WHEN VICTORY WAS WON 
SAMPSON TOOK CHARGE 


“I also remember a signal because I 
did not understand it at first, ‘The ene- 
my’s ship appears to have been built ifn 
Italy.” To which I told the signal officer 
to answer, ‘She will end on the coast 
of Cuba.’ I also remember a signal, 
‘Congratulations over the grand victory 
and thanks for your splendid assist- 
ance,’ ’’ ‘ 

Captain Clark described an incident in 
the cabin of the New York after the 
battle of July 3, saying: 

“A Spanish battleship was reported by 
Captain Eaton, of the Resolute. She 
had arrived off Santiago, and I think he 
said he had been pursued by her. The 
admiral did not seem to be impressed by 
that. He seemed incredulous, but I re- 
marked that it must be Camara’s fleet, 
that they had arrived there to form a 
conjunction with Cervera’s fleet, but 
they had arrived too late. The admiral 
did not assent. Finally he said: ‘Well, 
Clark, you will have to go after that 
ship,’ and believing as I did that there 
was really a Spanish vessel there, I said: 
‘Admiral, in war we ought to overpower | 
the enemy if possible. Why could not 
the Brooklyn go along” 

‘He turned and sald: ‘Certainly; Schley, 

you go also.’ I then felt that I had per- 
haps assumed too much in speaking to 
an admiral and suggesting that a com- 
modore also accompany me. I turned to 
the commodore and said: ‘Commodore, 
we have knocked out several vessels this 
morning. We can knock out another, 
can’t we?’ He said, ‘Certainly we can. 
Come on.’ He then started over the side 
and I started after him for my boat on 
the other side. What impressed me was 
his cheery manner of approving of my 
having mentioned his going, and that he 
had no feeling against me for mention- 
ing it as a senior and was rather approv- 
ing in his manner.” .

GAYNORS FEAR 
JUDGE SPEER 


Their Counsel Files Brief Re- 
lating to the Case in Su- 
preme Court. 


PACKING OF GRAND JURY 


It Is Also Charged That an Effort 
_ Is Being Made To Abduct the 
Gaynors Under the Forms 
of Law. 


Washington, October 24.—A brief was 
filed in the supreme court ‘today in the 
so-called Gaynor cases upon the motion 
made by Solicitor General Richards to 
advance these cases. The plaintiffs in 
error, or appellants, are Benjamin D. 
Green, John F. Gaynor and E. H. Gay- 
nor, the defendant named being William 
Hinkel, United States marshal for the 
southern district of New York. The plain- 
tiffs are virtually in custody of the mar- 
shal, though on bail pending the proceed- 
ings in the supreme court. 

The solicitor general, in urging that the 
case be advanced for hearing, recited 
the various steps taken to bring the case 
to trial. He referred to th alleged con- 
nction of Captain O. M. Cater with the 
Gaynors in the contracts in Georgia, in 
which the government had been defraud- 
ed, to the indictment of the defendants 
and the order madé by Judge Brown 
for their removal to Georgia for trial, 
from which orde the defendants took an 
appeal to the supeme court. The s0- 
licitor, general charged delay on-the part 
of the defendants. 

In the brief filed by Abraham J. Rose 
today, it is denied that the defendants 
are seeking to delay trial and it is as- 
serted that the delay has been caused 
by the government in its efforts to “ob- 
tain an abduction through forms of law.”’ 
Mr. Rose also says that it is unfair to 
put before the court statements as to 
the conviction of Carter, as such facts 
have no bearing on the case,.and espe- 
clally as the legality of that conviction 
is raised on a case already pending in 
the court. 

The brief says: 

“The defendants now are and always 
have been ready to be tried before any 
impartial, unprejudiced court on any valid 
legal indictment, but they have objected 
and will object to being sent for trial 
before a court that they believe will 
not give them a fair trial, and be there 
tried on an alleged indictment found by 
a possibly packed, certainly picked, illegal 
grand jury.” 

In conclusion ample time to prepare 
the appeal is asked, but objection is 
not made to advancing the hearing of 
the appéal.

“Did you fire the 13-inch gun in pursu- 
ance of a signal from the Brooklyn?’ Mr. 
Hanna asked, and the witness replied: 

“No, the 13-inch guns were fired after 
a conference with officers on board the 
Oregon. If any signal was made from 
the Brooklyn I did not see it and it was 
not reported to me.’’ 

After luncheon Captain Clark was brief- 
ly questioned by Mr. Raynor and the 
court, and then Admiral Schley was 
called, 


THE POWERS CASE IS CLOSING. 


Howard Is Brought from Prison To 
Take Stand. 

Georgetown, Ky., October 24.—Upon fhe 
cpening of court today in the Caleb Pow- 
ers alleged conspiracy case, Attorney 
John Smith, for Powers, asked for an 
order to bring Jim Howard here from the 
Frankfort jail to testify in the prisoner's 
behalf. 

Howard was condemned to death for 
the assassination of William Goebel, but 
was granted a new trial. The judge 
granted the order for Howard's removal 
and he was brought into court under 
heavy guard. After he had given his 
testimony the defense rested, and the 
state began its rebuttal. 

Howard was brought from Frankfort 
under a heavy guard. The defense asked 
Howard if he was on the state house 
square when Goebel was shot. 

“I was not on the state house square 
or in the executive building until 3 o'clock 
that afternoon,’ he answered. 

‘Were you clean shaven that day or 
did you have a moustache?’ was asked. 

“I was clean ‘shaven, as I am now,” 
was the answer. 

Howard was introduced to refute the 
testimony of ex-Chief Justice James Ha- 
zelrigg, who testified that he saw a man 
with a black moustache on the step of 
the executive building after Goebel was 
shot and that when he saw Jim Howard 
on trial he thought it was the same man, 
but he could not be certain. 

“Are you the Mr. Howard who was con- 
victed of the murder of William Goebe!”?”’ 
asked Colone] Campbell. 

“Yes, and the judgment set aside,” re- 
plied the witness. ‘ 

Howard was then exvused and taken 
to the Frankfort jail on an evening train. 

At the night session rebuttal testimony 
was introduced to show that witnesses 
of the defense had foretold the Goebel 
murder. A dozen witnesses swore that 
different witnesses of the defense had 
said ominously, “‘Goebel will never be 
seated; he will be killed;” “it is fixed,”’ 
or words of like effect. 

The state concluded its rebuttal testi- 
mony tonight and the defense will not in- 
troduce any witnesses in sur-rebuttal. 

The jury will be taken to Frankfort 
tomorrow under the charge of sheriffs 
and lawyers of each side to view the 
scene of the tragedy. 

The case is likely to go to the jury be- 
fcre noon Saturday.

Again 
under the flashing whiteness of the arc 
light army and amid the bower of multi- 
colored decoration did this king and con- 
sort of the tanbark hold open court while 
Atlanta’s peerage made obeisance for the 
third time at the throne, 

A trifle more subdued than on either of 
the first two nights of the horse show 
was the air that seemed to permeate the 
place. Not that there was any failing of 
interest and enthusiasm, or lack of fealty 
on the part of patrons.

Ring and audience will vie for suprem- 
acy tonight, not one against the other, 
but each within itself. Lights will seem to 
shine more brightly on the last night, 
steeds will seem more spirited and aris- 
tocratic and, improving on perfection, 
Atlanta’s clientele of femininity will 
seem more beautiful than at any time 
before. 

Many rings of the thoroughbreds last 
evening showed the acme of the breeder’s 
art, as on the nights before. Probably a 
trifle less spectacular than on the night 
before, the entries nevertheless were of 
the same high standard = throughout, 
evoking many times the sincerest of ap- 
plause from those who saw and admired 
them. 

One of the prettiest features of the 
evening was the class for ladies’ saddle 
horses. Although but two appeared in 
the arena, truly the quality of horse- 
womanship made amends for the deficit 
in number. Miss Mary Crenshaw, of Lex- 
ington, Ky., and Mrs. Blair Johnson, of 
Warrenton, Va., made the duo of eques- 
triennes. The exhibition was as graceful 
and thoroughly accomplished as one 
could see, and look a lifetime.

delay. Delayed shipments were discussed, 
too, by D. Y. Dancy, A; Vongudel, 
John Nisbet and General Ww. W. Gordon. 
The dblays were, for the most part, of 
small shipments. Few of the large 
movements had been interfered with, 
but had been made promptly. One of the 
most tmportant mentioned as delayed 
was from Toccoa, consigned to W. W. 
tordon & Co., Charles Bell, commercial 
agent at Savannah for the Southern, 
answered this complaint by explaining 
that it had been a caSe of ‘‘first comé 
first served’’ at Toccoa, and the Southern 
had taken the cotton as it was turned 

’ by the compress. 

"ei és: Manion. of Atlanta, president cf 
the Atlantic Compress Company, talked 
at considerable length, explaining appar- 
ently to the satisfaction of the. cotton 
men how fils business is conducted. He 
showed that the company has not shut 
down a single compress this seasor. Two 
or three have not been started, but it was 
because there was not enough business 
at any time to justify it. The company 
would be glad to operate the compresses 
if there were business for them, declared 
Mr. Hanson. 

At Opelika there were some 5,000 bales 
in the press waérehouse, Mr. Hanson said, 
but they could not -be compressed until 
transferred to the railroads. This was 
done all at once, when hurry orders were 
given, with all insisting that they be 
given immediate attention. Then the 
“first-came-first-served’’ maxim operated, 
and the cry of congestion was raised. 

A. Pope, assistant general freight 
agent for the Seaboard Air Line, talked 
at some length, showing that the Sea- 
board has handled cotton expeditiously. 
and that its receipts have been 650 per 
cent greater than last year. Both Colo- 
nel Pope and Mr. Hanson convinced the 
cotton men that the railroads had been 
doing all they could to relieve the cone 
gestion, and promised to continue their 
best efforts for improvements.

SUBJECT TQ TAXATION 


Sy Decision of Illinois Supreme Court 
Nearly $300,000,000 Will Be 
Added to the Tax Rolls. 
Fight Forced by 
Teachers. 


Springfield, Ills., October 24.—The su- 
preme court this morning affirmed the 
judgment of the circuit court of Sanga- 
mon county in what is known as the 
Chicago teachers’ tax case. This, in ef- 
fect, awards a writ of mandamus against 
the state board of equalization to com- 
pel it to assess the capital stock, in- 
cluding franchises of twenty Chicago 
corporations, the fair cash value of whose 
capital stock, including franchises, over 
and above the value of their tangible 
property, is alleged to aggregate $235,000,- 
000. 

The following are the corporations di- 
rectly affected: 

Chicago City Railway Company, West 


Chicago Street Railway Company, North 
Chicago Street Railroad Company, Chi- 
. cago Union Traction Company, People’s 
Gas Light and Coke Company, Chicago

pany, Chicago and Jefferson Transit 
Company, Evanston Electric Railway 
Company, Cicero & Proviso Street Rail- 
way Company, North Chicago Electric 
Railway Company, North Side Electric 
Street Railway, Ogden Street Railway 
Company, Chicago North Shore Street 
Railway Company, South Chicago Street 
Railway Company, Chicago West Divi- 
sion Railway Company, Chicago Passen- 
ger Railway Company and North Cht!- 
cago City Railway Company. 
Fight Forced by Teachers. 

This case was instituted by the state’s 
attorney of Sangamon county at the in- 
stance of the Chicago Teachers’ Federa- 
tien. It was for a writ of mandamus to 
compel the state board of equalization to 
assess the foregoing corporations, which. 
{ft was alleged, have hitherto escaped 
taxation by the board. The court holds 
that the board, In assessing corporations 
does not act as a board of review, but 
as an original assessor, and that the 
performance of its duty, to assess the 
fair cash value of capital stock including 
franchises over and above the value of 
tangible property may be inforced by 
mandamus. Instead of making a proper 
assessment the court says that the board 
arbitrarily and wilfully failed to follow a 
proper and long established rule in force 
in this state for making such assess- 
ments, the bonded indebtedness of: said 
ccrporations. They disregarded also all 
other rules for the making of such as- 
Sessments in force at the time of the 
filing of this petition and for the purpose 
of evading their duty, sought to pass 
new rules for their government in mak- \ 
ing said valuations and assessments and 
refused to consider the information then 
before them furnished by the assessors, 
as provided by statute, and assessed the 
capital stock and franchises of said cor- 
porations at nominal sum instead of at 
the fair cash value thereof. 

The board is ordered to convene forth- 
with at Springfield and assess the capital 
Steck, including the franchises, in the 
Manner provided by law. 

Decision Is Far Reaching. 

Chicago, October 24.—The tax decision 
today by the Illinois supreme court re- 
lates to twenty-three local corporations 
enjoying municipal franchises, including 
traction companies, gas companies and 
electric companies, whose total stock 
was estimated to be worth $368,000,000, all 
of which had escaped taxation previous- 
ly and was likely to be omitted again by 
the state board, which adjourned last De- 
cember without assessing this vast 
amount of property. 

The trial of the case was begun before 
Judge Thompson in Springfield, March 
23, and the decision was handed down, 
May 2, commanding the board to reas-| 
semble June 13 and assess these corpora-' 
tions in accordance with the rules of the 
beard in registered to assessment of the 
capital stock. But the board not only 
neglected to make the assessment, but 
repealed the rules of the board on the 
subject which have been in force for 
thirty years and had been sustained by 
the United States supreme court as the 
only legal plan of assessment. What was 
considered the weak point in the teach- 
ers’ case was that the mandamus was 
asked while the board was still in session 
and while it was protesting that it meant 
to do the very thing the mandamus re- 
quired. The teachers’ contention was 
that the board was a continuing body, 
and that it had refused for years to make 
these assessments, and that if a man- 
damus could not issue until after the 
board had adjourned it might as well nev- 
er be issued at all, and there was abso- 
lutely no way to compel the board to 
perform its manifest duty. The teach- 
ers’ view of the case seems to have been 
sustained in the supreme court. Broad as 
is the sweep of this decision in itself, 
its logical results are much greater, as 
the decision, it is said, really applies as 
well to railroad corporations and every 


. + 
other corporation in the state and may 
lead to the collection of back taxes. 
EFFECT WLL BE Stupendous... .. .. .. 

Levy Mayer, who is attorney for two of 
the traction companies concerned, said: 

“If the equalizers follow strictly the 
rule of the court the result will be appall- 
ing. There is such a thing as taxing cor- 
porations out of existence. The well- 
known position of the supreme court in 
regard to granting rehearings leads me 
to believe that the celebrated case is at 
an end.’’ 

Concerning the decision of the supreme 
court to compel the equalizers to list the 
Stocks of corporations, Attorney Green- 
acre, who acted for the Teachers’ Fed- 
eration in the courts, said today: 

“The decision shows that the methods 
of corporations must be open to public 
inspection; that the taxes of home owners 
will be reduced from $5 to $4 and that 
the deficits annually confronting the 
county and city governments’ will no 
longer appear. Streets can be improved, 
bridges built and the schools and other 
public institutions maintained in a proper 
manner. By this decision anarchy in 
Illinois is deprived of its only excuse.” 

Mayor Harrison said: 

“The decision adds $8,000,000 to the funds 
of the state, and of this $2,000,000 will 
come to Cook county, where the teach- 
ers started the fight. It is now up to the 
board of equilization to bow to the dic- 
tates of the court. One effect it will have 
probably will be to squeeze a lot of the 
‘water’ out of the stock of various cor- 
porations, and it may drive some of them 
out of the state to fairer climes—New 
Jersey, for instance.’’

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IN RECIPROCITY 
KASSON TRUSTS 


He Discusses Our Commer- 
cial Relations Before Man- 
ufacturers of Illinois. 


RECIPROCITY MUST COME 
OR PROTECTION IS LOST 


Kasson Speaks Plainly of Selfishness 
of Those Who Want To Take 
All and Give Nothing—He 
Explains Pending 
Treaties. 


Chicago, October 24.—Six hundred busi- 
ness firms were represented at the an- 
nual banquet of the Illinois Manufac- 
turers’ Association, which was held this 
evening at the Grand Pacific hotel. There 
was but one set speech on the programme 
for the evening, and that was by John 
A. Kasson, of Iowa, the diplomat and 
tariff expert, who spoke on “‘Reciprocity.”’ 

Mr. Kasson’s address was devoted en- 
tirely to the subject of reciprocity, which 
he viewed from every standpoint, de- 
voting his attention particularly to an 
exposition of the legal soundness of the 
practice of reciprocity as‘ demonstrated 
by the constitution and judicial decisions. 
Perhaps the most important section of 
the speech dealt with the practical re- 
sults to be expected from the treaties 
pending before the senate, the special 
benefits to be realized by each section 
of the United States being clearly indi- 
cated. 

He began with a definition of reciproc- 
ity, which, he said, was not new, and 
was simply an exchange of rights or priv- 
ileges between individuals or nations. He 
held that this was perfectly natural, and 
pointed to the ill results of the contrary 
or exclusive policy as practiced among 
European nations. He cited Spain and 
Portugal particularly as countries im- 
poverished by their adherence to the ex- 
clusive policy. France also had mate- 
rially injured her colonies without prof- 
iting herself by adopting that policy 
in their case. He held England up as a 
country which had learned by bitter ex- 
perience, involving the loss of her Amer- 
ican colonies, the evils of exclusion. 

As an indication of the leaning of the 
fcunders of government toward reciproc- 
itv, Mr. Kasson quoted from the annals 
of the first congress, first session. from 
Thomas Jefferson, a statement which he 
said foreshadowed exactly the reciprocity 
of today, in which Jefferson declares that 
there can be no doubt that of the twe 
policies—friendly arrangements with na- 
tions or retaliation—the friendly arrange- 
ment is the most eligible. Following tnis 
line of thought, Mr. Kasson pointed out 
that reciprocity had developed in two 
ways—reciprocity in favors and reciproc- 
ity in burdens and prohibitions. The 
first was accomplished by mutual agree- 
ments in the form of treaties; the latter 
by legislative retaliation. Mr. Kasson 
eepecially directed attention to the up- 
building of Canada, resulting from the 
efforts of the United States to exclude 
trade with that country, beginning with 
the denunciation of the reciprocity trea- 
ty of 1854. He held that by our action 
we forced Canada to subsidize steam- 
ship lines, build railroad lines indepen- 
dent of New England or New York, con- 
struct deep water canals and thus divert 
a large portion of our trade to Canadian 
territory. Our merchants lost their com- 
missions, American capital was drawn 
in large amounts into Canada, and the 
American farmer, who thought to gain 
by the exclusion of Canadian competition 
at home now found himself met by the 
same competition in the British mar- 
kets where our own surplus goes. 

Power To MakeTreaties. 

Mr. Kasson next entered into an ex- 
pésition of the constitutional aspect of 
reciprocity treaties and he insisted that 
being clothed with a treaty mak- 
ing power, the president was author- 
ized to make such treaties and that the 
power to regulate commerce was not 
vested exclusively in congress. He point- 
ed out that treaties entered into and 
embraced foreign jurisdictions where 
congressional laws cannot operate, hence 
such relations must be regulated by 
treaty. He pointed out the fact that 
treaties regulating commerce and declar- 
ing against discrimination have been 
signed by John Jay with England, Oli- 
ver Ellsworth with France, Livingston 
and Monroe with France and John 
Quincy Adams with Prussia. 

Mr. Kasson strongly defended the reci- 
procity treaties of 1890 and 1897, quoting 
from the presidents’ messages to show 
that they had resulted in considerable in- 
crease in our export trade, and he depre- 
cated their termination through political 
changes. He argued that the time had 
cecme when we must secure markets for 
our products at home or suffer from 
plethora with its consequent losses and 
disaster to both capital and labor. Com- 
ing down to more recent tests, the speak- 
er proceeded to indicate some of the 
benefits that have resulted from the few 
reciprocal arrangements already made 
under the third and fourth sections of the 
Dingley act. He pointed out how France 
had, by our acceding to her reasonable 
desires in the form of an arrangement, 
withdrawn the hard retaliatory blow 
struck at our meat products, while Por- 
tugal had also been induced to modify 
her discrimination against our oils and 
other countries had relaxed their restric- 
tions on our cereals and machinery. Un- 
der the French treaty alone, an increase 
of 74 1-2 per cent was achieved in our 
exports as a result of the reciprocal ar- 
rangement, while France received in re- 
turn only about 5 per cent increase on 
her exports to the United States. 

Turning to the treaties now pending 
before the senate Mr. Kasson proceeded 
to point out just what concessions had 
been obtained by the United States and 
the counter concessions involved, begin- 
ning with the British colonial treaties 
He said there was no objection to any 
of these treaties except in the case of 
Jamaica, where California objected to the 
20 per cent reduction on oranges. This 
was most unjust, he said, because the 
Dingley duty on oranges was three times 
higher than ever before, and 
the duty under the treaty w ould 
be twice as high, and in 
\ lition, the Jamaica crop did not com- 
De with the California product, being 
ma ted at a different season. In con- 
nect 22 with these pending conventions, 
sson specially directed attention 
to the advantages to be expected inthe 
matter of coal exports and navigation, 
for in all of the treaties special efforts 
had been made to improve these, and the 
duty on coal had been reduced one-fourth. 
A particularly interesting chapter dealt 
with the French reciprocity treaty now 
pending, and it was shown that the United 
States secured a reduction far in ex- 
cess of those granted to France. The 
United States concessions were really 
only about 5 per cent of the present 
duty, while the concessions made to 
France amounted to an average reduc- 
tion of 46 per cent on American imports. 

How the South Is Affected. 

At this point Mr. Kasson submitted a 
series of tables showing just how this 
French reciprocity treaty would affect 
the New England states, the eastern cen- 
tral states, the central western states 
and the southern and western states, the 
tables being prepared at the treasury de- 
partment and showing cuts in duties in 
some cases as great as 100 per cent on 
American imports into France, with many 
of 50 per cent and few below 20 per cent. 
Another table showed the reductions on 
United States products by classes, such 
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as wines, 413-5 per cent; lumber 2 to 
231-3 per cent; cotton 2 per cent. It 
was then pointed out that weheras the 
reduction in duties under reciprocity au- 
thorized by the Dingley act was W per 
centum, as a matter of fact on only about 
one-eighteenth of the total imports from 
France is the rate of concessi@n allowed, 
while on seventeen-eighteenths only 5 per 
cent concession is applied. 

Mr. Kasson next undertook to answer 
the criticism that the concessions obtained 
by the United States from France were 
insufficient, and he reminded his audience 
that there are two parties to a treaty, 
and quoted from President Roosevelt's 
Minneapolis speech this expression: ‘““We 
must also remember in dealing with other 
nations; that benefits must be given 
where benefits are sought.”” We could not 
get what we wanted without conceding 
something the other party wanted. The 
unreasonable confused protection with 
prohibition. They wanted monopoly, and 
recognized no change; no conditions; not 
even that the Dingley act itself provid- 
ed for a 20 per cent reduction of its duties 
to encourage our export trade. They ac- 
cepted one part of the tariff law and re- 
pudiated the other. This was not @ 
party question, for while the republican 
platform of 189% demanded reciprocity, 
neither the democratic party nor any 
other party had oppased it. Now, if one 
party opposed reciprocity because it did 
not give free. trade, and the other party 
because ‘t reduced unnecessarily high 
duties, there was great danger at the 
next election of the fatal overthrow of the 
principle of protection itself. 

Mr. Kasson pointed to some very pres- 
ent dangers to our export trade, owing 
to the threatening attitude of Europe. 
He said there had been too much nation- 
al bragging about our national expansion, 
increasing European alarm, and many 
countries were now preparing for retalia- 
tion. The thoughtless advocates of ex- 
clusiveness might say ‘‘What of that? We 
can also retaliate.”’ So, fortunately, we 
could in respect to both commerce and 
shipping. “But, cui bono?’ said Mr. 
Kasson, “they have the advantage of us. 
We sell to them many more millions than 
they sell to us."” Continuing, Mr. Kas- 
son said that from four countries we had 
already had samples of retaliation, and 
the emergency could only be met by 
treaty. The present situation presented 
the alternative described by Mr. Jeffer- 
son a hundred years ago; that is, reciproc- 
ity o rretaliation. We must choose. 

‘We have come to the parting of the 
ways,” said. Mr. Kasson in conclusion. 
‘“‘We must go to the left on the Spanish 
road of exclusiveness and industria’ stag- 
nation in our heme market, and for our 
insular possessions: or go to the right on 
the smfooth highway of reciprocity and 
industrial expansion.”

A local manager who has the state of 
Florida in his territory was greatly sur- 
prised a few dayS ago to receive a tele- 
gram from a man whom he had never 
heard of who lives in a small Florida 
city asking for the state agency. The 
telegram was as follows: 

“Have written fully. 
pense can I have state agency.” 

The local manager did not know what 
to make of the telegram, as positions of 
such responsibility as state agencies are 
not usually granted on short notice, and 
decided to wait for the letter, which he 
supposed would contain all needed expla- 
nations. When the letter came it was 
even shorter than the telegram, reading 
as follows: 

“IT want the state agency for your com- 
rany.’’ 

On the next mail the manager received 
a letter from his local agent, who resides 
in the same town with the aspirant for 
the state agency. The local agent wished 
to know if the aspirant had been ap- 
pointed to the state agency and stated 
that he was circulating the report that 
he had. The local went on to request that 
if the appointment had been made his 
territory should be exempted from the 
control of the state agent and that he 
still be allowed to report directly to At- 
lanta. 

The manager at once wrote his local 
egent that he knew nothing of the gen- 
tleman who desired the state agency 
and instructed him to deny any reports 
to the effect that he had been appointed 
to this position. To the aspirant he in- 
structed his chief clerk to write: 

“Your letter to the manager has been 
received. He is now out of the city and 
will not return for several weeks. I have 
no authority in the matter of which you 
wrote.”’ 

The manager says that this will séttle 
the matter, as he is sure that the man 
who applied for the state agency will be 
in the state asylum before the expiration 
of many weeks.

The Word and the Place. 

The determination with which peo- 
ple, secure from danger, discuss a s>- 
cial question is but a new illustration 
of the intolerance which always al- 
lies itself with reform. The proceed- 
ings of the American Missionary As- 


sociation, now in session in Chicago, | 


furnishes no exception to the rule. 

One speaker took pride in the fact 
that the association was free from 
“southern prejudices.” Another said 
that negroes were forced into towns 
from the country because of the prej- 
udice agaimst them. Another, Presi- 
dent Merrill, of Fisk university, said, 
among other things: 


Few are the black men of the south 
who, at the end of the year’s toil, re- 
ceive the just recompense of their labors. 


The first surprise of such a state- 
ment is that it should have been made 
in Illinois, where the groans of the 
dying might have reached the ear of 


. the speaker. One car load of colored 


; 


| 
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men from Alabama was met at Pana 
with shotgun and knife. The poor 
creatureS were kept penned up like 
cattle and were refused a drink of 
water. The republican governor of 
the state refused to protect these 
searchers for honest work, and de- 
clared them to be thugs and criminals. 
The newspapers of Chicago made no 
effort to protect the colored victims. 
A second car load was delivered at 
iVirden, where the poor wretches were 
shot down like mad dogs, and-chased 
over the country mercilessly and cru- 
elly. Again, the governor failed to 
protect, and again the Chicago press 
failed to lead a crusade for the rights 
of American citizens of color. A third 
attempt was made by colored men to 
take advantage of work in Illinois, 
when the citizens of Melrose, armed 
to the teeth, stood ready to commit 
murder and defy the law. This time 
tae governor gave a weak intimation 
that he might protect the victims. 
Two ministers of the gospel, probably 
present in the current session of the 
missionary association, promised to 
inform the governor of emergency. 
This they failed to do. leaving the 
negroes to the hands of a bloodthirsty 
and lawless mob, whose edict, speak- 
ing through the muzzle of the shotgun, 
was “to go.” “No negroes are wanted 
in Illinois.” Though these colored 
men were umglawfully detained under 
the broiling sun of an Illinois prairie, 
the Chicago press was again negligent 
of its duty toward the colored men. 
Not until these men had found safe- 
ty from the shotgun by returning to 
Alabame did the Chicago newspapers 
summon up courage enough to speak‘ 
@ word for them. The negro in IIli- 
nois was a thief, a thug, a criminal—

Perhaps even more vicious than 
President Merrill's statement was 
that of President Woodworth, of Tu 
galo university, Mississippi, when ho 
Said that “industrial training had in 
it the element of danger, that it leads 
to the intensification of the idea that 
the negro’s mission is to be that of 
a servant to others.” This invitation 
to in opposition to the dl- 
| vine command that man should live 
by the sweat of his brow, and in defi- 
ance of the political economy demana- 
ing the highest development for use- 
fulness of the citizen, shows the lack 
of common with which those 
in charge of the negro propagander 
ic wmegeg the whole subject.

In this way there is room 
for negro professional men, teachers, 
preachers, etc., to minister to their 
own race. Within that limit there is 
the same incentive to the ambitious 
negro as there is across the line to the 
ambitious white. But— 

The races are separate! 

They will remain separate! 

There will be no social plane upon 
which they can meet! 

This the people of the south have 
resolved upon for themselves. Up to 
this standard will they live. They 
will submit to no social dictation 
from others. Content with the pos- 
session of their own rights, whether 
others approve of it or not is imma- 
terial, they will not complain if other 
sections, for themselves, set up a 
different code. If the citizen of Con- 
necticut wants negroes at his feast, 
if social imcercourse between the 
young people of that state is to be 
based solely upon such extraneous 
forces as wealth, culture or political 
position, very well. That will do for 
Connecticut! Her people can do just 
as they pleasc with their own affairs, 
but the people of the south will stand 
just as firmly by their own standard. 
They will neither promenade, dine, 
nor mix! 

With this mutual recognition of the 
rights of each, The Constitution sug- 
gests that the further settlement of the 
question be left to the negro himself. 
In Illinois he is debarred from work, 
but he has the privilege of banquets 
and evening calls. In Georgia he has 
ail the work he can do, but the social 
bait is withheld. Whither will the 
negro go? To Illinois or to Georgia? 
The negro knows where he can find 
the froth, and may: pursue it if he 
will. He knows, at the same time, 
where he may earn bread. Hence The 
Constitution has but little doubt as to 
where his lot will be cast.

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Two States Compared. 

Governor Cariler, under circum- 
stances which he might very well 
have ignored, has decided to honor 
the requisition of the governor of 
North Carolina for the extradition of 
the sheriff of Fannin county.

The Pan-American Congress.

The interest of the United States in 
the congress is apparent. In the last ten 
years our imports from South America 
decreased from $118,000,000 to $110,000,000, 
and while the annual exports have in- 
creased $11,000,000 in the ten years the 
total is now the relatively small sum of 
$44,000,000. In the meantime these coun- 
tries have not stood still, but the increase 
in trade has gone to Germany and other 
European countries instead of to the 
United States. If an explanation were 
sought, it could perhaps be found in part 
in the Dingley tariff and the failure to 
ratify reciprocity treaties. In the case 
of Argentine, for instance, which exports 
wool and hides largely, the Dingley tariff 
took hides from the free list, where they 
had been for thirty years, and clapped 
on a duty of 15 per cent, and the Dingley 
wool duties were fixed for the express 

purpose of stopping imports of wool. 


The Always Ready Oregon. 
(From The Boston Herald.) 
Whatever be the result of the Schley 
investigation, or whoever is finally given 
the credit for winning the sea fight off 
Santiago, no one can deny that at least 
cne ship and her officers are entirely 
ebove criticism. This was the Oregon, 
that steamed arouné Cape Horn and re- 
ported ready for duty when she reached 
Key West. In fact, it seems as though 
the Oregon's officers kept her alJ the time 
in a condition for any duty. On paper 
she was a slower ship than the Iowa or 
Texas, and was not to be compared in 
speed with the Brooklyn. Yet in the chase 
after the Spanish ships she was much 
faster than her sister battle ships, and 
even caught the fast cruiser Brooklyn.

The New Treaty. 

(From The New Orleans Picayune.) 

The new treaty is understood to provide 
for the abrogation of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, which provided for a dual control 
of any isthmian canal. It guarantees 
the neutrality of the canal at all times, 
but the task of enforcing that neutrality 
is placed upon this country. Lastly the 
contention of the senate that this coun- 
try should have the right to fortify the 
canal if it is constructed with American 
capital is recognized. Here, then, are all 
the demands of the senate fully met in a 
liberal spirit, and no solid ground left 
for finding further objections. In a word, 
this country is given an absolutely free 
hand, provided that the canal is kept 
open at all times to the ships of all na- 
tions, and that no discrimination is made 
in favor of any nation, not even on be- 
half of our own shipping using the canal. 
No objection has ever been urged to the 
complete neutrahzation of the canal, and 
we certainly cannot object to accepting 
the responsibility of guaranteeing that 
neutrality.

Gives His Views as to How To Un- 
ravel the Public Fund Question. 

Editor Constitution: The treasury is in the 
anomalous condition of having both a surplus 
and a deficit at the same time. 

The meager salaries of the publie school 
teachers are due and unpaid, and the governor 
has been obliged to borrow for general pur- 
poses $200,000—thus the deficit is accounted 
for. The surplus consists of $444,000, but it 
forms a special fund known as the public prop- 
erty fund, which the constitution says ‘shall 
be applied to the payment of the bonded debt 
of the state and shal! not be used for any other 
purpose whatever,’’ etc. 

The question is whether there is any legal 
method by which this special fund or a suffi- 
cient part thereof can be utilized so as to 
make it, or a like amount from any other 
source, available for general treasury purposes. 

I think this can be done in the following 
manner: 

1. Pass a bfll funding the interest due in 
1902 on the public bonded debt, amounting 
to $325,380. 

Make the new issue of bonds for this pur- 
pose payable on call; that is, at the pleasure 
of the state. The whole amount might be 
put in a single bond without akering the le- 
gal status of the transaction. 

2. Pass a bill instructing the treasurer to 
call in the new bond issue at once, and to 
pay it out of the public property fund—thus 
complying with the very letter of the consti- 
tution. 

3. Pass a bill putting into the treasury for 
general purposes the $325,380 collected under 
the tax act of 1900 to meet the interest on 
the public debt for 1902. 

There can arise no question as to the legal- 
ity of the second and third steps, 

Some doubt may, however, arise in some 
minds as to the legality of the first step, name- 
ly, funding the interest on the public debt. 
On that point three attorneys general of the 
state, two of them members of the consti- 
tutional convention of |(877, have given un- 
equivocal opinions that it can be done. 

In 1892, when I was a member of the house, 
I had several consultations with Treasurer 
Hardeman and Mr. Ham, chairman of the 
committee on education, about devising a 
plan to place a fund in the treasury to enable 
the school teachers to be paid quarterly in ac- 
cordance with the bill passed the previous 
year, and thus to avoid the contingency of a 
deficit which was even then clearly forseen. 

A bill was accordingly drawn up by Treas- 
urer Hardeman and introduced in the house by 
Mr. Ham, to fund the interest maturing in 
1894. That bill was No. 613. It was read 
the first time November 3, 1892; went to the 
finance committee, of which I was chairman; 
was favorably reported November 7; passed 
the house unanimously November 25. 

In the senate it was read the first time 
Novenrber 28; went to the finance committee; 
wag favorably reported; was referred back to 
joint committee on finance and judiciary; was 
taken up under favorable report on December 
13, and passed by viva voce vote, but on call 
for yeas and nays failed of passage—negative 
votes being based, in my opinion and recollec- 
tion, on general financial considerations rather 
than on constitutional objections, as those had 
been met in the committees, 

The financial considerations which prevented 
the senate from finally adopting that bill of 
the house do not now exist. The problem is 
simplified because we have now in the treasury 
the cash with which to cancel the bonds as 
soon after their issue as we choose—the next 
day or the same day if we so determine. 

I am able to state in the most positive terms 
that the constitutionality of that bill No. 613 
was indorsed by Clifford Anderson, former at- 
torney general; by N. J. Hammond, former 
attorney general, and by W. A. Little, then 
in office as attorney general. Those indorse- 
ments were given in writing or in person be- 
fore the’ committees of the house and the 
senate, Hon, N. J. Hammond, I am sure, 
appeared in person. I have in my scrap book 
an article published by me a few months af- 
ter that legislature adjourned setting out these 
facts when they were all fresh in my mind. 

There is nothing in this plan to conflict with 
the, decision of the supreme cqurt in the re- 
cent mandamus case. I consider that decision 
eminently correct. 

I am inclined to think that the method of 
procedure here suggested will receive the ac- 
tive cooperation of Treasurer Park, and thus 
there will be no occasion to await the out- 
come of a case in court that might result if 
some other plan were adopted, but I am not 
authorized to speak positively for the treas- 
urer. My own opinion is that the treasurer 
would not have any legal status in court on 
a refusal either to sign the funding bonds or 
to pay the same out of the public property 
fund when presented. The legality of that 
payment would have to be tested by some 
holder of other state bonds on the plea that 
his holdings were being endangered by les- 
sening their guaranteed security. 

But the credit of Georgia is too well estab- 
lished and her total debt too small to make 
that contingency at all probable. Should the 
question, however, be raised there can be little 
dovbt that the final decision would be in ac- 

eordance with the opinions given bv Attorneys 
General Anderson, Hammond and Little, than 
whom Georgia has never had better lawyers. 
It is also clear from the report of the present 
able attorney genera] that his opinion would 
coincide with those of his predecessors.

Reuse ef Representatives Passed the 
Heward Bill Yesterday. 


MANY NEW MEASURES 
PRESENTED IN SENATE 


Measure Passed Sosterday Prohibit- 
ing the Importation of Diseased 
Cattle in the Limits of the 
State—Work of the 
Senate. 


Avaunt the festive cigarette! says the 
members of Georgia’s house of represen- 
tatives. Go it must from Georgia soil] 
uniess the senate kills the bill of Mr. 
Howard, of Dooly, pronouncing its doom, 
which was adopted by the house yester- 
day by a vote of 10 to 22. 

The measure was adopted after a very 
brief discussion. It prohibits the manu- 
facture, sale or giving away of cigarettes 
or cigarette papers in the state. 

Another measure of interest passed by 
the house so amends the garnishment 
jaws that all the indebtedness of the 
garnishee to the defendant accruing af- 
ter the service of the summons of gar- 
nishment. This measure is designed to 
get at those who sometimes draw their 
Salaries before they are due in order, it 
is said, to dodge garnishment process. 

The house passed several other general 
bills of minor importance and after a ses. 
sion lasting a little over two hours ad- 
jJourned for the day. 

The Cigarette Must Go. 

The house declared yesterday by a vote 
of 109 to 22 that the cigarette must go. 
The bill was put through after very brief 
debate, and in spite of an adverse re- 
port from the committee. 

The fight on the cigarette came up 
shortly after the reading of the journal. 


The bill by Mr. Howard, of Dooly, to 
prohibit the manufacture, sale or giving 


away of cigarettes or cigarette papers in 
the state, and making the violation of 
its provision a misdemeanor, came back 
from the committee on hygiene and sani- 
tation with an adverse report. The ad- 
verse report had béen disagreed to by 
the house at the lest session, and the 
sneasure was read a third time and put 
upon its passage. 

Mr. Howard, the author of the bill, 
asked that the minority report be read. 
He appealed for the passage of the meas- 
ure by the house, saying it was a mat- 
ter in which every parent in the state 
was interested. Cigarettes, he declared, 
injure the heart, brain and lungs of 
those who use them, and as a matter 


of protection to the rising generation he 
felt it was the duty of the legislature to 
pass this measure and stop as far as 
possible this injurious form of dissipa- 
tion. 

Hon. Mark Everett, of Stewart, made 
a stirring speech in behalf of the measure. 
He dencunced the cigarette in most vig- 
crous terms, and urged that it be driven 
from the state. He realized it might 
be impossible to get rid of the cigarette 
altogether, on account of the interstate 
commerce law, but he declared the in- 
discriminate sale or giving away of that 
article could and should be prohibited. 

There were no other speeches made rel- 
ative to the measure. The minority re- 
port was read as requested, and on the 
passage of the bill the yeas were 109 and 
the nays 22. The bill g0es now to the 
senate. 


Against Diseased Cattle. 

Under a bill introduced by Mr. Taylor, 
of Houston, and passed by the house 
yesterday, it is made a penal offense for 
any one to import cattle into Georgia 
suffering from any disease except dis- 
temper. The bill was amended so as to 
Strike out the section putting the bur- 
den of proof on the defendant and pass- 
ed by a vote of 110 to 0. It goes now 
to the senate. 

In spite of the objection of Hon. Joe 
Hall, of Bibb, the bill by Mr. Toomer, 
of Ware, providing that the misdemean- 
or convicts of the state shall be placed 
under the control and supervision of the 
prison commissién, was made the spe- 
cial order for next Wednesday, October 
30, at 11 o’clock. The vote was 87 to 14. 

The bill by Mr. Underwood, of White. 
to carry into effect paragraph 1, section 7, 
article 7, of the constitution relating to 
the borrowing of money by counties or 
municipalities so as to give counties the 
right to make temporary loans without 
an issue of bonds, was lost, the vote be- 
ing, yeas 80, nays 18. The bill lacked 
eight votes of a required constitutional 
majority. Mr. Underwood explained that 
the bill was simply intended to permit 
counties to borrow money tempgrarily 
without an issue of bonds. 

The bill by Mr. Steed, of Taylor, to pre- 
vent prisoners from being carried out of 
their home districts for preliminary trial 
before justice courts, was lost, the favor- 
able report of the committee by substi- 
tute being disagreed to, 


Taxation of Franchises. 
Taxation of franchises will be the spe- 
cial order for discussion in the house 
Tuesday morning immediately after the 
reading of the journal. The bill py Mr. 
Howard, of DeKalb, providing for an 
amendment to the constitution so that 
franchises of corporations may be taxed, 
was made the special order for that 
time on request of Mr. Howard. 

This is the measure which the city 
council of Atlanta urged should be pass- 
ed and appointed a committee to pre- 
sent Atlanta’s interest in it to the legis- 
lature. It is a measure in which many 
other cities and communities in the state 
are interested, and the prospects are that 
there will be an interesting debate when 
the matter comes up on Tuesday. 

The general judiciary committee re- 
ported back fthe bill to amend the act 
establishing the city court of Americus 
with the recommendation that it do pass. 
It was read a second time.

Drawers of “princely’’ salaries who are 
inclined to get into debt and not come to 
time when the accounts are presented 
are aimed at in a bill by Mr. Wright, of 
Floyd, which was passed by the house 
yesterday by a vote of 89 to 0. This bill 
provides for an amendment to the gar- 
nishment laws of the state so as to make 
subject to the lien of garnishment all 
the indebtedness of the garnishee to the 
defendant accruing after the service of 
the summons of garnishment. 

Mr. Wright explained that the present 
garnishment laws in many cases are in- 
adequate. There are many men in Geor- 
gia drawing “princely salaries,’’ he said, 
who can and in some instances do dodge 
their indebtedness by 4rawing their 
salaries ap hour or several hours before 
these salaries are due. By collusion be- 
tween the employer and the employee, 
Mr. Wright said, the process of garnish- 
méent was often defeated, the employee 
drawing his “‘princely”’ salary just before 
it became due, and the creditor thereby 
losing all opportunity of making a col- 
lection. 

Several other members spoke in advo- 
cacy of the measure, urging that the 
garnishment laws of the state were now 
incomplete, and if there was to be any 
garnishment at all, this measure ought 
to be passed. The bill, of course, does 
not apply to those wage earners who are 
now exempt under the general garnish- 
ment laws. 

The measure was passed by a vote of 89 
to 0, and will now go to the senate. 

Pension Bill Goes Over. 

The bill by Mr. Harvard, of Dooly, pro- 
viding that all applicants for pensions 
shall be examined by the grand jury of 
the county in which they reside, and 
such applications approved by the grand 
jury before the pension shall be allowed 
by the commissioner of pensions, was 
read the third time, and was about to 
be placed on its passage when it was 
tabled on account of the absence from 
the house of the author.

INSPECT DEPOT 
TODAY. 


City Plumbing Inspector To Visit Car 
Shed with Committee, 


CHAIRMAN SMITH TALKS 


But One Outcome Is Expected from 
the Visit of the Health Board 
Committee—A Condemna- 
tion of the Sanitary 
Disarrangement. 
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The depot committee of the Atlanta 
board of health will visit the car shed 
this morning, and in company with the 
city plumbing inspector, make a personal 
investigation of the condition of the tol- 
let and waiting rooms. 

There can be but one outcome of this 
visit. The committee will order changes 
and a greater degree of cleanliness. The 
situation at the depot so far as the tollet 
rooms are concerned is. worse than dis- 
graceful and would be a disgrace to a 
city one-third Atlanta’s size. The board 
of health committee is in earnest and 
will see to it that the place is kept in 
decent shape. 

Burton Smith, chairman of the com- 
mittee, in speaking of the matter yester- 
day said: 

“The special depot committee of the 
boards of health meets today. The com- 
mittee has inspected the depot several 
times recently and it is expected that 
the session will be productive of live 
developments.”’ 

Burton Smith Talks. 

Chairman Burton Smith, when seen 
yesterday by a Constitution reporter ex- 
pressed himself in no uncertain terms 
concerning the depot question. 

“The fight is on,”’ said he. “The con- 
tract made by the railroads promising 
good service must be enforced. The com- 
mittee will at once make a case against 
the railroads before the recorder, charg- 
ing them with maintaining a nuisance in 
‘defiance of law and in menace to public 
health. We will also ask the council to 
pass an ordinance forbidding any rail- 
road entering the city to discharge pas- 
sengers across a track over which a 
train has passed or is likely to pass 
within thirty minutes. This would bring 
matters to a crisis. It would force the 
“railroads to abolish the death trap which 
they have set up. If the people really 
want this wretched thing done away 
with, let council pass such an ordinance, 
and let the supreme court decide wheth- 
er passengers and pedestrians are to be 
exposed to constant peril. Other cities 
have depots into which the trains are 
backed, and the passengers never have to 
cross tracks or dodge passing locomo- 
tives. A few little villages may have 
such an arrangement as ours, but none 
of respectable size. 

‘The way to win this fight,’ he went 
on, “is to make some definite issue and 
fight it to the bitter end. Nothing is 
gained by mere complaining. The news- 
papers ought to stand by us in this strug- 
gle. If they want a new depot, let them 
make a definite issue. If they want @ 
private car, let them have that.” 

Crush Great as Usual. 

The crush at the depot yesterday was 
as great as usual and the confusion yes- 
terday afternoon at 4 o'clock disgusted 
every one who witnessed it. The vesti- 
buled train from New York and Wash- 
ington dumped its passengers down out- 
side of the depot at the Loyd street end. 
The baggage and mail cars were stop- 
ped inside the depot. It was fortunate 
for those who arrived on this train that 
they did not get instie the shed. The 
place was crowded with people and filled 
with smoke, and the truckmen were rush- 
ing to transfer mail and baggage in order 
not to delay the outgoing trains. 

A man with a child in his arms, aocom- 
panied by two women, was dodging drays 
and trucks outside the depot and was 
completely bewildered. He had never 
visited Atlanta before and did not know 
which way to turn in order to find a hotel 
bus. His was only one case in a hundred 
and he was effusive in his thanks to a 
Constitution man who guided him to a 
place of safety. He was too frightened 
to retain any impressions, and his sole 
object in life was to get as far as possible 
away from the depot death trap.

WRITING THE BANKERS. 

An effort is being made, it appears, to 
interest some of the bankers of the state 
in the candidacy of Hon. Pope Brown 
for the governorship.

Friends of the president have been dis- 
heartened by his action. They now con- 
fess that the matter will be usea against 
the rew movement which had been start- 
ef in this state with flattering prospects. 
While the Washington story has been 
exaggerated here, this seems to have 
been purposely done by the Tillman fag- 
tion throughout the state, and support- 
ers of Senator McLaurin have realized 
that it will do him an injury in his ef- 
forts to build up a new party. Just at 
this time McLaurin is being fought by 
the old-time republicans, and with the 
other agency directed against him, his 
campaign will be filled with bitterness and 


with serious obstacles not easily re- 
moved. Speaking today for the Tillman 
faction, one of the chief Tillman leu- 


tenants in Charlestcn sa‘d: 

‘With that Booker Washington dinner 
as a campaign slogen, Senator McLaurin 
will be simply killed in the road. We 
will go before the people with the state- 
ment that the men who are trying to 
thrust a new party on the people of this 
state are the same who approve the plan 
of President Roosevelt in giving social 
recognition to a negro. From the moun- 
tains to the seaboard the enemies of 
McLaurin will be able to kindle the race 
prejudice and titter feeling, while im- 
perialism and the other national issues 
will’ not -have to be injected into the 
campaign.

TALK CAUSES INVESTIGATION 


Grand Jury Takes a Hand and Orders 
Resting Place of the Dead 
To Be Opened. 


Memphis, Tenn., October 24.—(Special.)— 
Cerro Gordo Hooks died here on October 
11 and from that time until now rumors 
have flown broadcast to the effect that 
there was foul play connected with his 
death. Today the grand jury ordered 
the body exhumed and an autopsy is now 
being held to show whether or not his 
death was natural. The burial certificate 
gave gastritis as the cause of death. Hie 
was a partner in a leading book and 
stationery firm and was worth about 
$25,000, including $20,000 given him by his 
wife, formerly Mrs. Atkinson, who was 
Miss Emma Ashcrof, to whom he willed 
all his property.

Neither 
Mrs. Hooks or her attorney will make a 
statement for publication. The announce- 
ment of the autopsy is creating a sen- 
sation.

When that task 
is undertaken it will be professedly com- 
petent for congress to prohibit the coming 
of Chinese laborers to Hawaii. Is this 
the reason why the question of Hawall’s 
need of laborers is now brought into 
promirence? It is a sefe guess that 
the sugar planters of Hawaii will oppose 
the exclusion of Chinese laborers from 
that territory. It is difficult to say on 
what grounds they should be admitted 
there if excluded from the states. So 
long as Hawaii was foreign territory, that 
was at least the shadow of a distinction, 
though the reciprocity treaty made it 
practically unimportant. Now even the 
nomina) distinction has ceased to exist.
